manager of corporation properties while 
a member of the Senate at the hearing

Saturday in the National Bank of Com- 


mence suit to. recover from Pierce the 
value of $1,500,000 of stock in the Nash- 
ville Terminal Railway Co. 

“TInder the terms of a contract en- 
tered into with J. C. Van Blarcom, then 
vice-president of the Bank of Commerce, 
om May 7, 1906,” he said, “I suggested 
that we employ Senator Bailey to take 
charge of the Tennessee Construction 
Co. and all of its subsidiary properties. 

“Bailey took full charge of the: prop- 
erties as my representative and served 
in that capacity until July, 1908." 

Pierce said he did not consider that all 
officers of the Tennessee Central group 
of companies were acting as his repre- 
sentatives. Some of them, he said, rep- 
resented other stockholders. 

Ralley Gave Road Options. 

Pierce testified that soon after taking 
charge of the properties Bailey gave op- 
tions on the Tenness€ce Central Railroad 
properties to the fiinois Central and the 
Southern Railway. The Tennessee Cen- 
tral was turned over to these roads 
which operated it jointly under the 
terms of the option until July, 1908, at 
which time they decided not to exercise 
the option. The Tennessee Central prop- 
erties then went back to the control of 
the stockholders 

G. O. May was then elected president 
of the Tennessee Construction Co., 
Pierce said. May was representative of 
Price, Waterhouse & Co., expert ac- 
countants and he was chosen because it 
was considered advisable to have a dis- 
interested man for president. The other 
directors, he said, were selected by 
Senator Batley. 

At this point Pierce's memory, to use 
his own expression, became “very 
vague” as to transactions involving 
millions of dollars. He could not re- 
call that Samuel W. Fordyce Jr., had 
ever been employed in any capacity by 
the Tennessee Central group of com- 
panies, although Ferdyce for a long 
time had been his personal attorney. 

Memory Continues Faulty. 

Pierce said he could not recall the cor- 
reepondence conducted with the Bank of 
Commerce through Fordyce about the 
Nashville Terminal stock, now in litiga- 
ation. 

“My memory its vague on that.” he 
said. “TIT can't recall asking Fordyce to 
correspond with the bank. 


Commissioner 


representing the bank, asked Pierce if it 
was true that at the time the Nashville 
Terminal stock was’ pledged with the 
bank there was a bond issue of only $1,- 
000,000 against the property. 

“I don’t know.” said Pierce. 


““Ien’t it true that after you got con- 
trol of the property you increased the 
bonded indebtedness to $3,000,000"" asked 
Edwards. 

“‘My memory is vague on that,” replied 
Pierce. 


Objection to questioning Pierce along 
this line was made by his counsel, 
Frederick N. Judson. 


“I intend,” said Edwards, “to show 
that after Pierce got control of this 
property he depreciated the value of 
the Nashville Terminal stock by causing 
an additional bond issue of $2,000,000. I 
want to show that Pierce acquired prac- 
tically all of the company’s bonds and 
paid for them with stock of the Brier 
Hill Collieries Co., which he.controlled, 
and that the Brier Hill stock was 
worthless. Its exchange for the bonds 
of the Nashville Terminal bonds also 
made the Terminal stock worthless.”’ 


Testimony on Stock Value Allowed. 

Judge Muench ruled that it was proper 
for the bank to introduce evidence to 
show the vdlue of the Nashville Termin- 
al stock at the time it was pledged with 
Ahe bank. 


Pierce said his memory was vague as. 
to what amount of the company’s bonds 
he acquired. “I think I got about $1,000, - 
000 of the new issue, but I am not quite 
sure,” he said. ‘TI don’t know what be- 
came of the rest of the bonds. I was out 
of the country a great deal of the time 
and didn't always know what-my repre- 
sentatives did.’’ 

Hard to Get Names From Pierce. 

Pierce testified that he did not know 
what became of the stocks and bonds 
of the collieries company. Attorney 
George Lockett Edwards, representing 
the bank, asked Pierce many questions 
to get from him the names of persons 
who actually represented him tn the 
Tennessee Centra! transactions, of which 
the witness declared he hed little per- 
sonal knowledge.

ABLE TO PAY TAXES 


New Plan Here to Stay, He 


Says; Honest Citizens 
Have Nothing to Fear; As- 
ser*> It Will Not Increase 
lusurance Premiums. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April %.—A «ompre- 


hensive analysis of the income tax by 
Representative Hull of Tennessee, 
author, featured today’s general confer- 
ence on the tariff in the House. Other 
gpeakers were on the program for dis- 
cussion of the tariff itself. 

Hull replied to numerous comments 
mpon provisions of the income tax. To 


the suggestion that it is class legisla- 
tion and a distinction between citizens 
of large means and those without par- 
ticular means, he answered that its pur- 
pose was to reach for taxation those 
who have escaped taxes and who are 
most able to bear them. He ‘declared 
the masses-.of the people were paying 
most of the $312,000,000 tariff taxes and 
most of the state and local taxes, ex- 
Sept in a few states. 

“Where, then,’’ he asked, “is the in- 
justice of requiring the receivers of in- 
comes of more than $4000 to equalize in 
gome measure these tax burdens by con- 
tributing less than $100,000,000 to the ‘Fed- 
eral treasury?’ He denied that there 
Was any sectionalism in the effects of 


Segregation and Sectionalism. 


“It would be inonstrous,” he said, ‘“‘to 


Bay that the receivers of great incomes, 
@rawn from every section .f the country, 


may segregate themsclves and upon the 


plea of segregation or sectionalism, suc- 
cessfully exempt their entire wealth from 
taxation. They should invoke the nlea 
of segregation and not sectionalism.”’ 

The tax, he said, is fair and produc- 
tive, responsive to changes in rates, and 
cheap of collection. No honest taxpay- 
er had anything to fear, he said. Against 
the assertion that the tax was ypon 
thrift, industry and profits, Hull replied 
that the tariff was a tax upon consump- 
tion, Want and even poverty and misery, 
end added that the proposed income tax 
Was measured by net profits or gains 
and not imposed upon gross income nor 
capital nor other property. He charac- 
terized the incume tax as the outgrowth 
of centuries of tax legislation through- 
out the world. 

Vicious Customs Taxation. 

“Victims of our intangible and invis- 
ible tariff taxes with all their features 
of spoliation and plunder, will welcome 
the proposed tax; the receivers of large 


mcomes and owners of great wealth 


should prepare to accept it as a per- 
Manent tax, for it has come to stay. 
Its effect will be to displace about $70,- 
000,000 derived from vicious customs 
house taxation to the end that this 
country may have in the future justice 

taxation, flexibility and stability of 
revenue and economy in expenditures.”’ 

Hull said he had received from policy- 
holders of mutual insurance companies 
circular letters issued by the companies, 
designed,to frighten them into the be- 
lief that the proposed one per cent tax 
upon the net incomes of the companies 
would do the policyholders injury and 
carrying veiled threats to increase the 
premiums. 

“These companies,” said Hull, “well 
know there is no purpose to tax the 
proceeds of life insurance policies nor 
the return of any amount of the princi- 
pal invested in insurance during life for 
business purposes, but only the gains 
and profits that arise from the same. 
The tax would not in the least increase 


the amount of the premiums under any 


theory of fair dealing.’’

The President has been working under 
pressure lately, the Japan question in 
California, the tariff problem and the 
Mexican situation having occupled his 
mind as well as troublesome questions 
of appointments. 

Mrs. Wilson had some engagements 
for the day, so the President was ac- 
companied only by his youngest daugh- 
ter, Miss Eleanor. No correspondents 
accompanied him but the yacht was to 
keep in touch with the navy yard by 
wireless. , 

In accordance with the President's de- 
sire for a quiet and unostentatious de- 
parture, the customary salute was not 
fired. As the Sylph weighed anchor, 
promptly at 10 o’clock, the American 
flag on the White House was lowered 
for the first time since March 4 The 
President took along some magazines 
but no official papers. It was said that 
¢he yacht might make a few stops en 
route so that the President might take 
a walk along the shore, but no plans 
had been made up to the time of sail- 
ing.

“Tt is a disgrace,"’ continues the last 
letter, “that a man with such high in- 
intellect as I be locked up in an asylum 
as a danged maniac, when I am far 
more sane than my keepers. If the 
Judge had only sent me to prison then 
I would feel as though I had carried 
out my mission in depriving the coun- 
try of a ‘third termer!’ ”’

Southern Colony Sneered At. 

But the bulk of California, lying north 
vf the Techachapli, habitually sneers ar 
Southern California as a colony of re- 
tired grocers from Iowa, and chemically 
pure moralists from other rural sections 
of the Middle West, who know nothirg 
of California history, spirit and tradi- 
tions. 

San Francisco business interests are a 
unit, almost, in opposition to the bills, 
and they will tell Bryan so. But he 
will find that the San Francisco news- 
papers, which a few weeks ago were 
suppressing even the routine news of 
such a movement in the Legislature, are 
now printing broadsides of it, and, with 
one Or two exceptions, waving the flag 
of States’ Rights to the tune sung bv 
Hiram Johnson.

That also is to be side- 
tracked, it is understood, for one which 
will be fathered by Senator Thompson, 
though originally was classed as an op- 
ponent of any such legislation, but who, 
like Birdsall, is a Johnson Neutenant: 

And this bill will follow the line of 
reasoning that Japanese are ineligible 
to citizenship in the United States and 
that California may properly exclude 
from land ownership all aliens ineligible 
to citizenship. The question of classing 
the Japanese with the Chinese, how- 
ever, has never been regarded by the 
Japanese Government as settled, and its 
extension to a prohibition of land own- 
ership certainly creates a new situation 
for the Federal Government to deal with, 
instead of one long since settled, as is 
the assertion of Gov. Johnson.

N amendment to the Constitution 
A ‘f Washington proposed by the 
last Legislature, will be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people in 
November.

LOVERS LEAP TO 
DEATH FROM TOP 
OF CLOCK TOWER 


Hands Clasped, They Drop 180 
} ot From Stone Gallery of 
Antwerp, Church. 


By Associated Press. 

ANTWERP, Belgium, April 2.—A 
youth, 18 years old, and a 19-year-old 
girl, sweethearts, climbed arm in arm 


to the clock gallery in the tower of 
the Notre Dame Cathedral, then 
clasped hands and leaped 180 feet to 
the ground, falling at the feet of pass- 
ers-by. 

Every bone in the bodies of the boy 
and his companion was broken. As they 
hurtled through the air, several women 
who witnessed the sight fainted. <Ac- 
cording to the police, the leap from the 
church tower was in accordance with 
an agreement to end their lives. 

The tragedy occurred at a time when 
the glove market, in front of the north 
tower of the cathedral, was thronged 
with pedestrians, a large number of 
whom stood transfixed, helpless wit- 
nesses of the tragic drama. 

Left Letters in Tower. 

Letters found in the tower showed 
that the youth was Elle Walkow of 
this city. The letters, it is declared, 
tated that the young couple had been 
driven to their death because of a love 
affair. 

The girl was Alice Peeters. Both 
were members of well-known families 
here. 

The youth and the maiden had pur- 
chased from the porter at the entrance 
door tickets of admission to visit the 
tower, from which a wide view is pos- 
sible. The porter noticed nothing un- 
usual in their demeanor as he escorted 
the couple to the stairway and saw 
them start to climb the flight of 622 
steps leading to the top gallery.

That the act was premeditated is 
shown by the fact that they had placed 
five letters, one addressed to the Police 
Commissioner and the others to various 
relatives, where they easily could be 
seen by visitors to the tower. 

Entering the clock gallery the couple 
climbed upon the stone balustrade.

Ambulances were summoned, 
but the surgeons declared that the 
couple had died instantly.

T was known 2500 years ago that we 
are “fearfully and wonderfully 
made,.”" We may not realize this or 
think it important until an eminent 
surgeon advises us that the appendix 
vermiformis is of no known use to us 
and that we would better let him remove 
it as soon as possible. Sometime back 
eminent surgeons found the _ thyroid 
giand of the throat and other ductless 
glands of the body equally useless, as 
far as they knew. Until the time of 
the great surgeon, Sir Astley Cooper, 


these glands were mere mystertes. Te 
a certain extent they are mysteries still — 
But they are no longer considered 
less.

France, Germany and Italy during the I : 


nineteenth century have been summed 
and carried further by Dr. Arnold Le 
rand of Carlsbad, Austria, whose com 
clusions will be accepted by physiolo~ 
gists as a contribution of great value 
to the science of sustaining and 
longing human life. | 

“Differing with a famous French phy~ 
siclan who said that the age of a man 
depends upon his arteries,” Dr. 
concludes that it “depends upon the 
quality of his thyroid.” In his own tn- 
vestigations, he follows Sir Victor Hors- 
ley, & worthy successor of Sir Astley 
Cooper and Sir William Carpenter, 
whose discoveries announced’ in 1907 
were confirmed by Vermehren and 
Ewald of Berlin. As the same reason- 
ing which applies to the thryroid gland 
applies to all ‘“‘ductless glands” of the 
body, the mystery which remains is not 
one of their uselessness, but of the 
“fearful and wonderful way” all work 
together or fail together until it may 
be said that old age is a “chronic dis- 
ease” of the thyroid and other ductless 
glands, as their failure to work prop- 
erly results in “hardening of the arte 
ries,”’ 

In his latest work, “Old Age De- 
ferred,”” now published in English, Dr. 
Lorand reviews the whole subject 
giving conclusions from his own in- 
vestigations. He avoids the sensation- | 
alism which characterizes the presay 
agents of some biological laboratories ‘r 
the United States and France. He 
claims no miracles. He writes to dem- 
onstrate rationally that any man, who. 
between 50 and 60, has not “thrown ‘is 
life away,’’ may have a rational ex- 
pectation of from 15 to 20 years more 
of youth, with ® years or more of. 
enjoyable old age beyond this. As Dr. 
Lorand’s own mother’s father lived to 
be 104, “reading without spectacles all 
his life,’ this was a result of common 
sense and the common virtues of 
healthy life, without the help of the 
latest science. Giving full credit to ths 
‘buttermilk cure for old age.” which 
any rational person can ask; concedins 
also everything which can be asked for 
the extracts of the thyroid and other 
ductless glands, Lorand wishes them to 
be used only with the same caution 
which is necessary in using iodine and 
other drugs having a direct action on 
the functions of the thyroid gland. 

We may believe from his investign- 
tions that at sixty, with the thyroid 
and its related glands in good condi- 
tion, those who have no mortal discase 
of any other organ may defer the bre- 
ginings of old age until they pass *%). 
But if they ask Doctor Lorand, he will 
tell them that nothing they can do 
with their thyroidse can ever lessen the 
importance of their brains. They muet 
use their brains for all they are worth, 
“Man does not die; he kills himself,” 
Seneca said. Doctor Lorand quotes thi 
on his title page and supports it 
throughout. He gives 12 command- 
ments for avoiding slow suicide which 
everybody knows; which almost nobody 
keeps. The enjoyment of the use of the 
body in the open air and temperate 
sunlight, temperance, good-nature, regu- 
lar sleep, faith in what is best, 
habit of putting the mind to its best 
uses—such things as this he treats as 
of the highest importance for those who 
expect to be still young at @ and 
middle-aged at 8. FEven if we were 
young at a hundred, we might “get 
mortally lonesome.” If 80, Doctor 
Lorand would not know how to keep 
us alive. As a chronic disease of the 
thyroid, old age is likely to prove fatal 
soon for any one when he ts “ready to 
quit.” Otherwise, if he keeps Lorand'’s 
12 commandments, the doctor who reads 
Lorand’s book may cure him of old 
age for another year. (Davis.)

WHY POETRY IS WORTH WHILE. 
HAT is poetry and why? Max 
W Eastman nas found ovt the an- 
swer. He was formerly associate 
professor of philosopby at Columbia 
University, but he did not learn what 
he knows about poetry from philosophy. 
He learned it by loving poetry and try- 
ing to write it. Now he has written a 
book, “Enjoyment of Poetry.” it is a 
good book. Perhaps it may do people 
who do not enjoy poetry good to read it. 
At any rate, Max Eastman has found 
out what poetry He has found that 
it is the ‘‘Real Thing. And that is a 
great, a very great discovery. If it is 
the real thing, it is poetry. Then, if you 
do not enjoy it, there is something seri- 
ous the matter with vou. You are in 
such a bad way ttat you are certain to 
get much worse if you do not attend to 
vourself. And you would better’ be 
quick about it. 

This being the case, it is easy to see 
why Max Eastman thought it his duty 
to write another book on pwoetry after 
he found out the great secret of the su- 
periority of poetry to every other means 
of trying to show the meaning of life, 
“Science inevitaoly idealizes,’’ he says; 
‘poetry is primarily determined to real- 
ize.’ After saying this, which is the 
most important thing about poetry 
Which can be put into a sentence, he 
writes the better part of his book to 
prove it. The oher part of the book, de- 
voted to the art of poetry, someone who 
knows less about poetry but more about 
-art might have written better or might 
not have written sat all. But about 
poetry as the real thing, Max Eastman 
knows realities. As he sees all healthy 
children, they are natural-born poets, 
enjoying the reality of their own life 
and of all life, in their “kingdom of 
heaven.”

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FREE BRIDGE PROBLEMS. 
Mayor Kiel and his associates are taking risks 
in submitting bridge bond proposals to the people 
without definitely determining the city’s policy 
with regard to the eastern approach and the 
Southern Traction loop franchise. 

We do not believe taat the Southern Traction 
Co.’s franchise ought to be bound up with the 
completion of the bridge. It is detached from the 
bridge structure by the repeal of its bridge fran- 
chise. It is a terminal problem. But it is con- 
nected with the bridge in the public mind. It has 
been persistently represented as a bridge ques- 
tion. 
For this reason it would be wise for the Kiel 
administration to define its attitude with regard 
to its amending. The Mayor was wrong in stat- 
ing that all the local newspapers advocated its 
repeal six months ago. The Post-Dispatch, after 
successfully advocating the repeal of its bridge 
franchise, has opposed loop repeal. We have ad- 
vocated and now advocate the amending of the 
50-year term. 

In ‘considering the amending of the franchise 
the Mayor and associates should study the facts

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ART MUSEUM WALKS. 

If a street car line to the Art Museum is neces- 
sary, it should be municipally owned and the city 
should have the power to operate it or control its 
operation on its own terms. No corporation or 
person should be given a franchise to build and 
operate car lines in the parks. 

But before a street car line is built into Forest 
Park an adequate, properly constructed system 
of walks—with broad steps up Art Hill—should 
be tried. The present walks are foolishly diffi- 
cult, being neither firm pavements nor springy 
paths over well kept turf. They are the cause 
of the continual complaint about the difficulty 
of reaching the Art Museum. With proper flower 
lined, well made walks from De Baliviere avenue 
and Skinker road the approach to the museum 
would be a pleasant stroll.’

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ST. LOUIS’ POPULATION FIGURES. 
Commenting on the editorial in Wednesday’s 
Post-Dispatch on St. Louis’ growth, a reader calls 
attention to the fact that the city’s boundarieg 
have not been extended for 37 years. He urges 
that “if the immediate population that really be- 
longs to St. Louis and which has spread out into 
adjoining counties in Missouri and Illinois were 
included, none of the larger cities named would 
surpass St. Louis in percentage of growth nor in 
prospects.” 

In its analysis of St. Louis’ growth, the Post- 
Dispatch did not lose sight of the fact that, dur- 
ing the past ten years, which was the period dis- 
cussed, the population had net beer adventi- 
tiously swelled through annexation. But san- 
guine citizens should not place too much reliance 
upon possible annexation in the future. For one 
thing, we cannot annex Illinois towns. And, as 
the Post-Dispatch recently pointec out, the entire 
population of St. Louis County is bri 103,000. 
Other cities have suburbs and back counties, and 
can easily compete with us in this fanciful 
method of estimating population. 

St. Louis may be justly proud of the fact that 
she has had a genuine increase of 19.4 per cent 
in population in the ten-year period from 1900 to 
1910, without annexing a sinzle square mile of 
adjacent territory. The last time St. Louis ex- 
tended her boundaries was in 1876, when her 
population was but 310,000. Since then New York 
has added over 200 square miles to her area, which 
is now 316 square miles, as compared with St. 
Louis’ 62. As for Chicago, she has been consist- 
ently grabbing territory every decade since she 
was ten years old. In 1889 Chicago took in so 
much of Cook County that she jumped from 43 to 
169 square miles in area. And she has gone on 
gobbling neighboring villages until she now 
boasts of 190 square miles, with more to annex. 
The argument still holds good that the kind of 
growth St. Louis should rely upon and strive for 
is that which will come to her through the solu- 
tion of her industrial and social problems, by 
proving to the world her pre-eminent advantages 
as a business and residence center, a city of op- 
portunity. We want no padded figures nor boasts 
of a “Greater St. Louls” which we have not yet 
achieved. :

Fire Writers’ Point of View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I note a very sane and reasonable editorial on 
the Orr law situation in your Issue of April 17, 
which has just reached me through the clipping 
bureau. I want to congratulate you upon taking 
a view of the situation which is helpful to a 
prompt and satisfactory settlement instead of de- 
laying it which is the result of mistaken con- 
demnation and misleading information. 

In your closing pagarpah you say: “We do not 
want to drive {nsurancé companies from the State 
by enforcing intolerable conditions upon them. 
On the other hand, the State cannot permit in- 
surance companies to form oppressive pools and 
combinations to plunder the people.” You are 
entirely right in both positions, but I wish to ask 
if it can be regarded as “plundering the people” 
for the fire insurance companies to pay out $1.10 
for every dollar they receive in premiums, as 
they have been doing the past two years in Mis- 
souri? I inclose herewith a slip which will give 
you the statistics on this subject, taken from the 
reports of the Missouri Insurance Department. 
The companies are not trying to punish the 
people of Missouri, but are practically complying 
with the requirements of the Orr law, which its a 
prohibitory measure. They are law-abiding and 
not rebellious, as Attorney-General Barker 
claims, in stopping business, because they are 
complying with the requirements of a prohibi- 
tory statute. They stop business with great re- 
gret, as I know personally, and do so only be- 
cause a foolish law compels them.

FAMOUS LITERARY BLUNDERS, 


The blunders of literary men and 
women are not only very often amus- 
ing, but they possess a peculiar fascina- 
tion. There are few of us who do not 
rejoice when we catch Homer nod- 
ding. 

Few writers of distinction have es- 
caped these lapses, from Shakspeare, 
who refers in ‘‘Julius Caesar’ to clocks 
some 14 centuries before they were in- 
vented, and who makes cannon thun- 
der in “King John,” and introduces a 
pistol in “Henry V,"’ to the modern nov- 
elist, who places Bombay in Bengal. 

Speaking of modern authors reminds 
one of Miss Corelli, who has enriched 
the world of zoology with the eight 
‘Highland bull-heifers’” appearing in 
her ‘‘Treasure of Heaven.” Thackery’s 
most celebrated blunder was the hkill- 
ing of Lord Farintosh’s mother and 
then bringing her to life again, a mis- 
take which he noticed himself and to 
which he draws the attention cf the 
reader, bat which it would have been 
difficult to alter subsequently. 

One of the best-known postival quo- 
tations embodies a classic blunder 
which is hardly ever noticed, aithough 
the lines are in daily use. These are 
Milton's “Thick as autumnal Iieaves 
that strow the brooks in Wallombrosa.” 
The simile is beautiful, but inaccurate, 
for the trees of Vallombrosa are pit.¢s, 
which are not in the habit of casting 
their leaves in autumn. 

Another very well-known quotatie. 
embodying a “howler’’ is Byron's “I 


} stood in Venice on the Bridge of Sighs, 


« palace and a prison on each hand.” 
These words would actually imply the 
existence of two prisons and two tal- 
aces, which Byron did not mean. Ev- 
ery reader of Herrick, and a ood mary 
people who have never read ais lyrics 
know the line.

LAST AND BEST PENITENTIARY. 
From Popular Mechanics. 

Minnesota’s new prison, which cost 
$2,000,000, was constructed on lines which 
make it one of the best and most mod- 
ern, architecturally, in the United 
States, if not in the whole world. Its 
buildings, which are strictly fireproof, 
are plain, but substantial and comfort- 
able, following in construction all the 
laws and rules for obtaining the best 
hygienic and sanitary conditions. It is 
located two or three miles from the old, 
at Stillwater. The site was selected with 
particular care as to location and 
source of pure spring water, the prison 
farm covering 169 acres, and the prison 
inclosure proper 22 acres. From the 
front is a broad view of the St. Croix

NEW YORK, April 2.—With great 
relief the United States hears that Cobb 
is back on the job.

New York Pays 
Million Yearly 
to See Fights 


State Gets Nearly $100,000 
Rake-Off Since Establishment 


of Boxing Commission. 


NEW YORK, April 26.—The public is 
spending nearly a million dollars a year to 
see boxing contests in New York State. Ac- 
cording to a report of the State Athletic Com- 
mission, published today, the exact total of 
gate receipts at boxing contests for the year 
ending Nov. 30 last is $983,826, out of which 
the State has received a 5 per cent commis- 
sion, or $95,191. 

Since the Athletic Commission was appoint- 
ed in August, 1911, the grand total of the 
gate receipts has been $1,219,199. 

Students of sporting statistics declare that 
the figures indicate that boxing is second 
only to baseball in popularity in New York 
State. 

At the end of the year for which the re- 
port is issued there were 76 boxing clubs 
operating under the direction of the commis- 
sion. Of the total 89 licenses granted since 
the commission was organized, 49 were to 
clubs operating in the metropolis. 

New York was the first State to establish 
& commission with jurisdiction over boxing, 
but several states are following the example. 


A. A. U. CHAMPIONSHIPS 
TO BE STAGED IN EAST 


NEW YORK, April 26.—There is every rea- 
son to believe that the national champlion- 
ship meeting of the Amateur Athletic Union 
will be held in the Harvard stadium some 
time in June—probably on the 2ist of thut 
month. This tentative announcement is one 
of the results of the trip around the United 
States that will be finished up by James BD. 
Sullivan when he arrives in New York from 
Chicago, probably Thursday morning. It js 
& well-known fact in athletic circles that 
the Pacific Coast wanted the A. A. U. meet 
this year, and the same applies to New Or- 
leans, where a new athletic fleld has been 
built in the hope of corralling the ‘‘nation- 
als.’"" Just how James E. Sullivan stilled 
the cries from the South and West is not 
known positively, but more than likely he 
used the trip of the Oxford and Cambridge 
athletes to this country in his argument. 


FOOTBALL AND BASEBALL 
ARE ONLY PAYING SPORTS 


PRINCETON, N. J., April 26.—The annual 
financial report of the Princeton Athletic As- 
sociation shows that football and baseball 
are the only two self-supporring sports in- 
rulged in by the Tiger athletes. 

Total receipts of the last football season 
were more than $56,000, of which $21,220 
was taken in at the Yale-Princeton game 
and about $16,000 at the Princeton-Harvard, 
game. Football's total expenses were $23,600 
of which the largest item. $5458, was for 
coaching, leaving a net revenue of $33,369 for 
the season. The baseball team took in. more 
than $83,000 and left a net revenue of ap- 
proximately $9000. 

The track team lost almost $5000, the row- 
ing association $3000 and the basket-ball team 
more than §1000.
